The con- 
soling promises of Orizaba are therefore 
accomplished, all doubtings are about to 
be dissipated, all disquietudes to be 
calmed, and all the hopes of the wood are 
about to be realized. 
Do you know, fellowcountrynien, what 
this event signifies ?. it signities that 
Mexico has at its head a prince ofa niay- 
nanimous heart, and that the’ country 
ean be saved from auarchy, alissolution 
and death. 
The return of the sovereign to the 
capital has always been a cause of joy for 
its inhabitants. Much greater ought it 
to be now, when, rising above every- 
thing, he comes to offer afresh his arm, 
his heart, and his life, on the altars of 
the country that implored his safeguard. 
Mexicans! The emperor carries in bis 
hands the frigaranf banner, and comes 
to die with us, if it is required, for the in- 
dependence and liberty of the nation. 
Let us fly to meet and tell him that we 
are grateful and patriots, and let us die 
by his side as loyalists and cavaliers, con- | 
tending likewise for liberty and indepen- 
denee.

Miramon, whohad feft the capital, 
would, it was expected, his head quar- 
ters at Leon, in the stale of Guanajuato, 
and not far from the state capital of the 
game name—the city of Guanajuato, 
which it waa reported had been taken by 
the republicans ; but this is now contra- 
dicted, although the first report is more 
likely to be the correct one. ‘Leon, how- 
ever, at last accounts, was garrisoned ly

to a telegram received at the office of the 
secretary of warin Mexico on the oth, 
Miramon had arrived at Queretaro, and

Maximilian and the French authori- 
ties have come into collision abou the 
ayment of ecustombhouse duties. The 
erench authorities at the capital, issued, 
3 short time avo, a circular stating that 
goods proweeding from Yera Cruz, and 
which were in the-customitiouse of Mex- 
ico ¢ity, baving. been with the 
usual formalities, would be given up to 
their respective consienees, a French 
agent being placed pear the custombouse 
ofthe capital and commiissioned to see 
that this arrangement was carried into 
effect. 
that the delivery of goods imported by 
Vera Cruz, and their dispatch from that 


those commercial houses that refused to 


from the French treasury for the pay- 
ment of custombhouse duties. 

On the other hand, Maximilian’s offi- 
cial paper, the def pub 
lished on the 7th, has the following : 
“We are authorised to to 
the merchants who have yoods in the 
custombhouse of this capital, proceeding 
from Vera Cruz, and brought with pa- 
pers that are not in accordance with the 
laws of the empire, that t@e representa- 
tives of France ape unauthorized to place 
agents in this custombouse for the pur- 
pose of facilitating the withdrawal of 
such goods; for even supposing that dhe 
convention of the south of July was in al 
its vigor, the action of such representa- 
tives would still be limited to the offices 


to the interior custombhouses. Wherefore, 
if the above goods were withdrawawith- 
out. a previous afrangement with the 
respective office of revenue, 
their owners would be lidble to the con- 
sequences in eonformity with the exist- 
ing fiseal regulations.’’ 
Miverything at the caplial portends an 
early evacuaiion by the French, and it 
is even said that Maximilian will be off 
at the same time; that he is bow prepar- 
jung himself for euch a step, and that che 
putting off of the national congress—for 
which an assembly of the notables ix now 
to be substituted—is for the purpose of 
aljdicating. His minister of the treasury, 
Campos, cas wished to give up his place, 
being to cope with the difticulties
